are the determining factor in evaluation. The mere enumeration of facts 


is stale, flat and unprofitable. Reminiscence is the agreeable pastime 
of doddering senility. Beside the mere fact, there must be the environ- 
ment, the circumstance that gave significance to the birth of a thing. 
Thus alone can we construct a philosophy of history. Thus alone do 
things become sacramental—outward and visible signs of inward and 
spiritual things. Thus alone can we attempt to decide whether things 
are as they are, because they are, or because they. were meant to be. 
Thus, to quote the epigrammatic H. G. Wells, does “human history be- 
come more and more a race between education and catastrophh.” 

Our Society of the Sons of the Revolution is such a Thing,—and 
our pleasant privilege tonight is to attempt some rational analysis of 
the determining sources—the creative influences out of which it came. 

Sons of the Revolution! 


It is well to think sometimes of the unique beginnings from which 
we became as a nation—and of the men whose prains and hearts and 
hands fashioned the structure of our nation. 

For they were different from the struggling hordes of the passing 
centuries. They were not memely rebels, rising against what was to 
them unjust and intolerable oppression. They were the builders of a 
new sort of community into the world. The modern States of Europe 
have been evolved, institution by institution, slowly and planlessly out 
of preceding things. The United States were planned and made. They 
were the deliberate result of a determination to construct a government 
directly suited to the needs and the aims of the governed. 

The American Revolution and the government which followed were 
distinct episodes in the race between education and catastrophe. 

For one hundred and fifty years there had been building up on this 
Western Continent a race of men whose roots had been planted in the 
wilderness where nature had taught them her grandest lessons. Re- 
moved from the artificial glitter of courts, the had sensed in the midst 
of broad immensity the freedom that is the birthright of humanity.

They were entirely different from the ordinary factors in ethnic 
development. They were not the half-tried experiments of a half-bar- 
barous age. The had planted broad and deep the foundations of learning 
and had made possible a broad and practical education. Through the 
years of the Eighteenth Century, Harvard, Yale, Princeton, and William 
and Mary had been planting in the minds of men the fundamentals of 
expanding freedom. 

And so, as the times swept up to their climax they were dominated 
by a group of men who in thought, in culture, in civilization—who in 
everything that makes for the advancement of the world—were the 
equals, if not the superiors, of the best product of the best age that the 
world had ever known. 


Here were men who had at their finger ends the well-digested knowl- 
edge of the centuries. Here were men who knew the Pandects of Just- 
inian—the beginnings of English jurisprudence—the story of the struggle 
for representative government in all the ages of the past. Nay—more 
than that, these men were the very embodiment of brood culture; their 
daily speech was in the polished accents of Elizabethan English; they 
spoke the same language that Shakespeare wrote; that Bacon thought— 
the same speech that you find in your King James Bible, or that rolls its 
matchless sonority through the syllables of your English Prayer Book. 

And when, in answer to their call, their Great Man came, and their 
aspirations took shape and struggled into form, with their first articulate 
speech these nation-makers created a Constitution, enacted edicts, de- 
clared laws that not alone, mark you, were the best the world then 
possessed, but that after one hundred and fifty years of expanding, orbing 
time, still stand today with the necessity of scarcely a verbal correction 
or emandation—confessedly the most magnificent monument of state- 
craft and erudition in the possession of the world.

Thus our Fathers of the Revolution swept away the age- Agnes Fite rte 
of Divine Right in Government, and laughed BS the tinsel splendor of 
Kings by the Grace of God. , . 

They began a new type of rule—the protection and the ‘guarantee Ms ae 
of certain unalienable Rights—that among these were Life, Liberty and © 
the Pursuit of Happiness,—that governments instituted among men to 
secure these rights, derived their just powers from the consent of the 
governed. 

Those first Americans set bounds upon their own actions, basing a 
their philosophy upon fear of God and justice toward all men. They 3 
asserted their own independence and sought not to destroy that of others. 
Self-government began with the individual who hewed out a home in 
the woods, his musket close at hand. Its rule began with the settlement; 
it extended to the county, and to the State, and it was not abandoned 
when a National Government of limited powers was set up. Those self- 
ruling Americans, in creating qa Nation, abdicated none of these powers 
to any central authority. 


Their Nation was an unique thing. Its like never had existed before. 
It was a Union—a compact, a coordination, a Confederacy, of thirteen 
Sovereign Independent States, each maintaining its self-governing Inde- 
pendence, and yet all releasing certain powers to the Federal Control, 
each taking on certain self-imposed duties and obligations. It became 
the first and only entirely successful League of Nations history has ever 
known,—and its Constitution the world’s greatest International Treaty. 


So it came that William E. Gladstone said, “The American Constitu- 
tion is, so far as I can see, the most wonderful work ever struck off at 
a given time by the brain and purpose of man.” 

It was to commemorate the great events and the supreme emprise 
of these days of struggle and accomplishment that the first step was 
taken toward hereditary patriotic commemoration. 

The Society of the Cincinnati was organized on May 13th, 1783, 
by the American and foreign officers of the Continental Army assembled 
in their Cantonment on the Hudson River near Fishkill, New York. 
Membership was accorded to all Continental officers who had served with 
honor and resigned after three years’ service, or who had been honorably

The 
Legislature of Massachusetts declared it to be “dangerous to the peace, 
liberty and safety of the Union.” |

ai One after another, the State Societies dwindled and ceased to exist. 
Only six of them lasted through,—and the most, remarkable climax of 
a the hostile feeling was the founding of Tammany Hall in New York, 
incorporated in 1789 as a protest against the Cincinnati, and an advocate 
of “pure democracy.” 


It was not until 1893 that Connecticut revived as a State Society ;— 
—, and not until the Triennial of 1902 that Georgia; the last of the original 
thirteen, was readmitted. 


For the past quarter of a century, the Society of the Cincinnati has 
maintained a prosperous and honored existance, and membership in 
its ranks has been esteemed an outstanding distinction. 


The founder of the Society of the Sons of the Revolution was Mr. 
John Austin Stevens, of the Class of 1846 at Harvard University. Mr. 
Stevens was the grandson of Brevet-Colonel Ebenezer Stevens, of the 
Second Regiment Continental Corps of Artillery in the Revolution, and 
is known as the accomplished founder of the Magazine of American 
History. 

When Mr. Stevens found, after correspondence with the Honorable 
Hamilton Fish, President General of Cincinnati, that the Constitution 
of that order could not be amended so as to admit descendants in junior 
lines of original members, he conceived the idea of forming the Society 
of the Sons of the Revolution. He, accordingly, held a meeting of 
several gentlemen for consultation in his office in the New York Histori- 
cal Society on December 18th 1875. Among those present were Mr. 
George W. W. Houghton, Mr. William Kelby, Assistant Librarian of 
the New York Historical Society, and the Honorable Asa Bird Gardiner, 
LL.D., then Professor of Law at the United States Military Academy

when Major Nathanael Greene’s Southern Army was disbanded and 
its Continental officers united in the South Carolina State Society of the 
Cincinnati, its militia officers found themselves excluded as ineligible. 
They formed, with the enlisted men, equally ineligible, a Society called 
“The Society of the Revolution,” an organization that acted thereafter in — 
the closest affiliation with the Cincinnati. Thereupon, in 1875 they ihe 
merged these names, “The Sons of Liberty” and The Society of the Rev- 
olution” into one name, and brought forth “The Sons of the Revolution.” : 

A second meeting was held at the New York Historical Society rooms ~— 
on January 15, 1876, when Mr. Stevens submitted his completed Con- 
stitution for approval. The purposes of the Society were declared to be 
revive and maintain the patriotic spirit of the heroes who had achieved 
the independence of the United States, to collect and secure for preser- 
vation the historical records and documents relating to the War of the 
Revolution, and to promote social intercourse and good feeling among 
the members. 


As the Centennial celebration at Philadelphia was approaching, it 
was decided to issue a call for a general meeting, to be held on Washing- 
ton’s Birthday, to arrange for a representation at the Philadelphia Cen- 
tennial. Before that time the Constitution submitted by Mr. Stevens 
was approved and subscribed by Messrs. Stevens, Houghton, Gardiner, 
L. Cass Ledyard, Charles Henry Ward of the New York Society of the 
Cincinnati, and others, and the Society was duly instituted. 


The response to the call for the 22nd of February meeting, although 
extensively published, showed a lack of public interest in Revolutionary 
matters, and the Founders of the Society accordingly concluded, on the 
occasion of the called meeting, to await a more propitious day for 
increasing the Society’s membership. The Society, although duly in- 
stituted, consequently remained practically dormant for several years 
from February 22nd 1876. The fact had, however, been published and

From that time the Society entered upon a career of patriotic use- 
fulness quite unexampled, and hence it has been accustomed to date its 
a success from the year 1883, although instituted in 1875-6. It soon 
ie acquired a national reputation in consequence of a rigorous adherence 
’ to the qualifications and limitations for membership, by the character 
q and standing of its members, the principles it annunciated, and by its 
Bt patriotic commemorative celebrations and public-spirited efforts, evinced

g This honorable reputation achieved by the Society induced the Hon- 
fh orable Hamilton Fish, President General of the Cincinnati, to declare

Revolution” as “a younger brother of the Cincinnati, laboring to per- 
 petuate the same principles, and inheriting the same memories which 
; belonged to the Cincinnati.” 


On May 8rd 1884 the Society was duly incorporated under the laws 
if of the State of New York, by the distinctive name of “Sons of the 
a Revolution,” the name which had been adopted originally at the meeting 
f heid December 18th 1875. 


Fraunces’ Tavern, which had been a house of public entertainment 
since 1762, was memorable for meetings of the Sons of Liberty in 1775, 
became the headquarters of the Society for its meetings and commemora- 
tive celebrations, and has since been acquired and restored by the New 
York Society of the Sons of the Revolution.

After such incorporators had been found duly qualified, and had formed 
such State Society, it became a co-equal and co-ordinate affiliated 


organization for the same patriotic purposes, and har exclusive power | 


to regulate its own affairs. 

Accordingly, distinguished gentlemen in Pennsylvania and in the 
District of Columbia successively applied to be ‘authorized to organize 
a society of “Sons of the Revolution.” Having been found duly quali- 
fied by descent and otherwise, their requests were cheerfully accorded, 
and they were given the most fraternal recognition. 


The Honorable William Wayne, President of the Pennsylvania State 
Society of the Cincinnati, became President of the Pennsylvania Society 
of the Sons of the Revolution, and Ex-Governor John Lee Carroll of 
Maryland was the first President of the Society of the Sons of the Rev- 
olution in the District of Columbia. 


-It was considered by the founders of the ‘‘Sons of the Revolitione 
that at the outset in the formation of State societies, the method of form- 
ation, hereinbefore indicated, would be one which would give the most 
assurance that such State socities would be properly formed, but that 
in due season, after there were enough State societies, there might be 
a general society formed to take charge of the general interests precisely 
like the Cincinnati. They were guided in these views by the precendent 
so satisfactorily established by the Pennsylvania Commandery of the 
Military Order of the Loyal Legion of the United States, founded in 1865. 

Distinguished officers of the Army and Navy in other States did not 
consider it derogatory to apply to the Pennsylvania Commandery for 
permission to form State commanderies of the same name and affiliate 
with it under the same banner, and consequently, Commanderies in 
Maine, Massachusetts, California, Wisconsin, Illinois and other states 
were formed, with approval of Pennsylvania, and in due season, a Nation- 
al Commandery-in-Chief was formed, and so in like manner, in due 
Season, a general Society of the “Sons of the Revolution” was formed,

: | In the spring of 1889 occurred the great Centennial Celebration in 
the City of New York, extending over three days, of the inauguration 
of the Government of the United States under the Constitution with 
Washington as President. In the arrangements for this Celebration 
the Society of the Sons of the Revolution took the initiative, and were 
- _ joined by the New York Historical Society and Chamber of Commerce. 
— Judge Clifford Stanley Sims. 

As a consequence, in the arrangement of committees by the Honorable 
Abram Hewitt, LL.D., then Mayor of the City of New York, most of 
the chairmen and a majority of the members of the principal committees 
were selected from among eminent citizens belonging to the Society of 
the Sons of the Revolution. In expectation of a vast concourse and 
official representatives from all the States and Territories having been 
invited to be present at that Celebration, a private member of the Society 
of the Sons of the Revolution, resident in New Jersey, conceived the 
idea of using the name and reputation of the Society for the purpose 
of establishing throughout the United States associations having a 
political tendency and somewhat like the American or know-nothing party 
of forty years ago. A part of the scheme was to establish a newspaper 
as the official publication, and it was presumed that it would have a large 
patronage. The newspaper, however, after a few months went into the 
hands of the Sheriff under execution. 

This member, with another member, also resident in New Jersey, 
and a third person who was not qualified for membership by descent, 
met in Newark, New Jersey, in March 1889 and resolved themselves into 
the New Jersey Society Sons of the Revolution. They elected them- 
selves to office; they adopted a Constitution which admitted women to 
membership; they passed a resolution for a committee, of which the 
promoter was Chairman, which should form State societies, and that 
they should also, having formed these State societies, then have delegates 
to form ‘a so-called national society. 


: The three persons, thus assembled, styled themselves the New 
Jersey Society Sons of the Revolution. Immediately the person who was 
the chief promoter of this scheme proceeded from State to State and

After some missionary work in the formation oF State societies, the | 
instigator of the movement transmitted a request for approval to the 
Society in New York, stating that he and his associates had organized — 
a branch society, to be known as the Society of the Sons of the Revolution 
of New Jersey; that they had adopted a Constitution and By-laws “with- 
out material change’ from those of the New York Society; that they 
had elected a Board of Officers, and applied therefor for approval of 
their action, and upon receiving such approval they would at once in- 
corporate under the laws of the State of New Jersey. The other material 
facts that a committee had been appointed by the original three to 
establish other State societies, without the knowledge or consent of the 
parent society, and that measures had been taken to carry out such a 
procedure were not stated. No application containing a list of qualified 
members with any proofs of proper Revolutionary descent was ever sub- 
mitted to the New York Society or to the General Society of the Sons 
of the Revolution formed by the official action of the Societies in New 
York, Pennsylvania and the District of Columbia. Many of these so- 
called State Societies were hastily organized with a mere handful of 
people. In many cases no attempt was made beyond the vague statements 
of the applicants themselves to verify any proper descent from a Rev- 
olutionary soldier. 


Out of this chaotic condition, these hastily formed Societies, many of 
which were not over a few weeks old, were amalgamated into a National 
Society on the 30th of April 1889. There were many confused conditions 
to be remedied. There were many complexities to be solved. 


The first meeting of the National Society of the Sons of the American 
Revolution was held in Louisville, Kentucky, on April 30th 1890. At that 
meeting women were refused admission, and those already members of 
State Societies were to be dropped from the rolls. An adjourned meeting 
of the Congress was held in Washington on July 11th which further 
approved and emphasized this action. It is significant that many of 
these so-called State Societies still persisted in calling themselves “Sons 
of the Revolution.” The action of the “Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion” in purging their rolls of the women members who had already been

_ Clara Barton its Surgeon General. In March 1891 the first Chapter in 
zi Bat Chicago was organized, and the first regents were confirmed during 
that year in Connecticut, New York, Rhode Island and Virginia. The 
phenomenal growth and success of this organization are known to all. 
“The stone which the builders rejected is become the head of the corner.” 


— We are not here tonight to indulge in assertive self-praise, nor are 
-—s we: finding any gratification in unkind criticism of other organizations 
devoted to praiseworthy purposes. It is only essential that our members 
know of the sources from which we came, of the trust committed to our 
hands, of the peculiar elements of strength that we possess. We 
cherish the Constitution committed to us by the Order of the Cincinnati 
who embodied in it, as in their own, the democracy of self-government 
and self-determination. We are a Union of Societies, each Possessed of 
autonomy, each, to quote the Constitution, “to regulate all matters 
respecting their own affairs.” We like that authority. It savors of 
the days when the Union of States was being formed by the founding 
fathers. They shunned, as do we, an association whose citizens derived 
their rights from the acts and authority of the governing, and set up 
instead a government with the consent of the governed. 


Nor can our fundamental law be changed, save by the agreement of 
all the State Societies. We like that. It precludes political practice 
and the setting up of super-organization, and super-authority. 

The tendency of today is over-organization. People seem to crave it 
We hear now and again our own members critical of our General 
Society. They say the General Society meets so seldom, it lays down for 
the State Societies no constructive policies, it gives no orders, it does 
a nothing. As the States of our Union say to the Federal Government,

familiar with our historic traditions. Any membership, so equipped, 
cannot fiail to keep its leaders true. Animated with the spirit of our Hi 
Founders, the spirit that exalted those forebears of ours in their rule 
of local self-government, the District Society, whose members are for- 
ward-looking men, has never looked toward the General Society, save 
as in the light of a coordinating influence, a meeting of brothers in 
Common Council, where we may become better acquainted with our 
associates, learn what is happening in other fields, and make our methods 
more efficient. 

Inspired by proper initiative, animated by the spirit of independence, 
we crave not for the hand of any master.

Any male person, above the age of twenty-one years, shall be eligible 
to membership in this Society who is descended from an ancestor, as 
the propositus, who either as a military, naval or marine officer, soldier, 
sailor or marine, or official in the service in any one of the thirteen 
original Colonies or States, or of the National Government representing 
? or composed of those Colonies or States, assisted in establishing American 
Independence during the War of the Revolution, between the 19th day 
of April, 1775, when hostilities commenced, and the 19th day of April, 
1783, when they were ordered to cease. 

Provided: That when the claim of eligibility is based on the service 
of an ancestor in the “minute men” or “militia” it must be satisfactorily 
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shown that such ancestor was actually called part the service ot } 
States or United States, and performed garrison or field duty; anda ae i vs 

Provided further: That when the claim of eligibility, is based on the 
service of an ancestor as a “sailor” or “marine” it must in like mae é 
be shown that such service was other than shore duty, and regularly | = 
performed in the Continental Navy or the Navy of one of the original © ee oa 
thirteen States, or on an armed vessel, other than a merchant ship, which 
sailed under letters of marque and reprisal, and that such ancestor of 
the applicant was duly enrolled in the ship’s company, ue as an 
officer, seaman, or otherwise than as a passenger; and, 

Provided further: That when the claim of eligibility is ‘basen on 
the service of an ancestor as an “‘official’” such service must have been 
performed in the civil service of the United States, or one of the thirteen 
original States, and must have been sufficiently important in character 
to have rendered the official specially lable to arrest and imprisonment 
the same as a combatant, if captured by the enemy, as well as liable to 
conviction of treason against the government of Great Britain. 

In the construction of this article the Volunteer, Aides de Camp of 
General Officers in Continental Service, who were duly announced as such, 
and who actually served in the field during a campaign, shall be compre- 
hended as having performed qualifying service. 

The civil officials and military forces of the State of Vermont during 
the War of the Revolution shall also be comprehended in the same manner 
as if they had belonged to one of the thirteen original States. 

No service of an ancestor shall be deemed as qualifying service for 
membership in this Society where such ancestor, after assisting in the 
cause of American Independence, shall have subsequently either adhered 
to the enemy, or failed to maintain an honorable record throughout the 
War of the Revolution. 

No person shall be admitted as a member of this Society unless he 
be eligible under one of the provisions of this Article, and unless of 
good moral character and adjudged worthy of becoming a member. 


ARTICLE IV. 


OFFICERS 


The officers of the Society shall be a President, a Vice-President, a 
Secretary, a Registrar, a Historian, a Treasurer, and a Chaplain, who 
shall be chosen by ballot from among the members thereof, annually, 
to serve for the term of one year and until their successors are elected 
and qualified.

The Secretary shall be the custodian of the seal, which shall be identi- 
cal in every particular with this description. 


ARTICLE XI. 
INSIGNIA 


The insignia of the Society shall consist of a badge pendant from the 
ribbon by a ring of gold. |

ALTERATIONS AND AMENDMENTS

SECTION VI. 
SECRETARY 


The Society shall elect a Secretary, who is a member of the Board 
of Managers. He shall conduct the general correspondence of the 
Society. He shall notify all members of their election, and of such other 
matters as may be required by the Society. He shall have charge of 
the Seal, Certificate of Incorporation, Constitution, By-Laws, and Records 
of the Society, and shall issue certificates of membership. He, together 
with the presiding officer, shall certify all acts of the Society, and in 
proper cases authenticate them under seal. He shall affix the seal to 
all properly authenticated certificates of membership and transmit them 
without delay to the members for whom they shall be issued.

REGISTRAR 


The Registrar shall keep a roll of members, and in his hands shall 
be lodged all the proofs of membership qualifications, and all the historical 
and other papers of which the Society may become possessed; and he, 
under the direction of the Board of Managers, shall make copies of such 
similar documents as the owners thereof may not be willing to leave 
permanently in the keeping of the Society. 


SECTION IX. 
CHAPLAIN 


The Chaplain shall be a regular ordained minister of a Christian de- 
nomination, and shall perform such duties as ordinarily appertain to such 
office. 


SECTION X. 
HISTORIAN 


The Historian shall keep a detailed record, to be deposited with the 
Registrar, of all the historical and commemorative celebrations of the 
Society; and he shall edit and prepare for publication such addresses, 
essays, papers and other documents of an historical character (other 
than a register of members) as the Secretary may be required to publish; 
and at every annual meeting, if there be a necrological list for the year 
then closing, he shall submit the same with carefully prepared biographies 
of the deceased members. 


SECTION XI. 


BOARD OF MANAGERS 


The Board of Managers shall judge of the qualifications of every candi-

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SECTION XIII.

SECTION XIV. 
EXPULSION AND SUSPENSION

No person who may be enrolled as a member of this Society shall be 
permitted to continue in membership when the proofs of claim of 
qualification by descent shall be found to be defective and insufficient 
to substantiate such claim, or not properly authenticated. The Society, 
or the Board of Managers, may, at any time after thirty days’ notice

SERVICE OF NOTICE 


It shall be the duty of every member to inform the Secretary, by 
written communication, of his place of residence, his post office address,

Service of any notice under the Constitution or By-Laws upon any 
member of the Society, addressed to him at his last recorded place of 
residence or post office address, and forwarded by mail, shall be deemed 
sufficient service of such notice. 


SECTION XVIII. 
ALTERATIONS OR AMENDMENTS 


No alteration or amendment of the By-Laws of the Society shall be 
made unless notice thereof shall be duly given in writing, signed by 
the member proposing the same at a meeting of the Society, and unless 
the same shall be adopted at a subsequent meeting, held at least thirty 
days after such notice by a vote of two-thirds of the members present.

Only members in good and regular standing in this Society shall be 
eligible to membership in the Chapters.

The officers of every Chapter shall be a Regent, a Secretary and a 
Treasurer, and any other officers it may desire; and an Executive Com- 
mittee, constituted in such manner at it may prescribe. 

Members of the State Society residing in adjacent counties shall be 
eligible to membership in the Local Chapter nearest their place of resi- 
dence. 

The Senior officer of every Local Chapter may attend the meetings 
of the Board of Managers of the West Virginia State Society, notice — 
whereof shall be sent to him by the Secretary thereof.

The Society is non-political and non-sectarian. 


To become a member of this Society the applicant should be twenty- 
one years old, of good repute in the community, and be recommended 
by two members. 


Proof is required that the applicant is a lineal descendant of an 
ancestor who was at all times unfailing in his loyalty, and rendered actual 
service in the cause of the American Independance, either as an officer, 
soldier, seaman, marine or minute-man in the armed forces of the Conti- 
nental Congress, or any one of the several colonies, or as a signer 
of the Declaration of Independence, or as a member of any Continental, 
Provincial or Colonial Congress or Legislature, or as a civil officer of 
one of the colonies or states, or of the National Government, or as a 
member of a Committee of Safety or Correspondence. 


The first step in applying for membership should be to ascertain 
the name of the ancestor who lived at a time that would possibly include 
him in the Revolutionary service, and the name of the place in which 
he lived. Then write to the Adjutant-General or Secretary of State in 
the colony or state where the ancestor lived, and obtain from him a 
certified copy of the ancestor’s record. 
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The officials are accustomed to receiving such requests and Sills reply Seas 
promptly. A small fee is usually charged for making the search, varying © ae 
as to the amount of work required. In many cases the information — Beato as 
desired may be obtained by addressing the Honorable Commissioner of 
Pensions, or the Adjutant-General, War Department, Washington, D. C. 
Neither of these officials will make any charge for making a search for 

a name. Not all names of Revolutionary soldiers appeared on either the — 
pension or muster rolls of the general government. A great majority 

of the names can only be found on the rolls of the state from which 

the soldier served. As West Virginia was a part of Virginia, the records 

of soldiers whose service was with the state can only be obtained from 
Richmond. As a large part of Virginia’s records were destroyed during 

the War of the Rebellion, it is often impossible to obtain very satisfactory 
evidence. The land records at Richmond, showing the grants given to 
soldiers for their services, offer the best source of information. 


A blank form with full instructions will be furnished by the Secretary. 
A concise record of the ancestor’s service is required. The pedigree should 
be traced only to the ancestor who served in the war. 


Citations from authorities in proof of service are required from duly 
authenticated histories and printed records. If more than one line of 
descent is claimed, supplemental applications should be made for each 
line of descent. 


The initiation fee is five dollars, annual dues three dollars.
